over two million people rode the subway last 
week, which was simply wrong. He also ordered 
that only people of certain religions could ride 
the subway, the creation of a “punishment” 
board to deal with the candidacy of Giuseppe 
Salvatore, who had challenged him for his job 
of Commissioner and lost the week before, 
and the installation of framed photographs of 
himself on the walls at every platform looking 
down at people coming through the turnstiles. 
The end came when he ordered these very 
same photographs taken down and replaced 
with ones twice that size—the Members of - 
the Board of Directors, usually his friends, 
called in doctors who ordered him taken to 
the Psychiatric Wing of Southampton Hospital 
for observation, where he is today. Reports 
from friends visiting in the hospital say that 
doctors have determined he took some kind of 
unauthorized drug. They are flushing it out of 
his system and he could be coming home soon. 


MUSLIM BAN STILL ON 

Commissioner Aspinall’s ban on _ all 
Mexicans and Muslims, and. any other 
people whose heritage begins with an M, to 
cease using the subway, was the last order 
issued before he was taken away, went into 
effect 11:14 p.m. that night and there is no one 
today with a enough authority to rescind it. As 
a result, nearly 200 people who got onto the 
subway system and were still on it when it went 
into effect, have been going round and around 
in the system ever since. As a result, potential 
riders who are not Muslim or Mexicans, 
or any of the other M words, are advised to 
stay clear of the cars where these people are 


being detained. 


MORE MONEY FOR THE TROUT POND TURN 


Surveyors have been out again at Trout Pond 


making plans to soften the sharp curve that 
takes the trains around it when heading from 
Noyac to Sag Harbor. Previous attempts have 
failed. One in 1999 simply moved the sharp 
turn to after you go around the pond and, 
because of some derailings afterwards, had 
to be abandoned. Another attempt, in 2007, 
worked well for a few days, but then all the 
water leaked out of the pond when one train 
hit a bump, leaving a scummy bottom of floppy 
fish.

EAST END TRAVEL BAN 

The Hamptons Police, citing reports of 
unspecified “suspicious stuff going-on that 
we need to look into,” declared the East End 
of Long Island off-limits to certain classes of 
travelers last weekend. Those covered by the 
temporary travel ban include people from 
South Dakota, people from Hawaii, and, oddly 
enough, people from Cutchogue. The sudden 
implementation of the travel ban, which became 
effective at midnight Friday, meant that officers 


responsible for enforcing the ban were at loose 


ends trying to figure out how to do their job. “I 
mean, I guess we can tell if somebody’s from 
South Dakota by looking at their license plates,” 
said one officer who spoke on the condition 
that he remain anonymous. “But it’s hard to tell 
if somebody’s from Cutchogue, and how are we 
supposed to deal with all the Cutchoguers who 
are at home? Do they get kicked out? Or is it 
just if they leave and try to come back? It wasn’t 
really made clear.” Presumably, no trouble with 
Hawaiians came up because Hawaiians would 
be crazy to leave Hawaii and come to New York 
in the dead of winter. According to Hamptons 


Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, any problems 
experienced by the officers charged with 
enforcing the law were well worth the trouble, 
as the new measures have increased the safety 
and happiness of East Enders immeasurably. 
“This measure has been an unqualified success,” 
Hirsch reported. “Of course, many people from 


_ South Dakota and Hawaii and Cutchogue are 


wonderful, law-abiding people—but how can we 
be sure about all of them? We can’t. Therefore, 
we've determined that we will block them from 
the East End for the foreseeable future. I think 
we will find that our standards of safety and 
security will increase exponentially as a result.” 


-DUNE DAMAGE REVEALS MISSING PROTESTOR 


Emergency crews were dispatched to Montauk 
after recent storms damaged an_ artificial 
dune and uncovered a protestor who had 
been missing since the dune was constructed 
last year. Remarkably, the protestor, who was 
not identified, was still alive after almost a 
year beneath the sand. Emergency services 
spokesman Mark Strand briefed reporters on 
the details. “We think that he placed himself in 
the path of the bulldozers in an effort to prevent 
the dune from being built. I guess the guys 
driving the dozers didn’t see him.” As to how 
he could possibly have survived underneath 
the dunes for such a long time, Strand was 
as mystified as anyone else. “We think he’s a 
surfer, though, and those guys don’t need much 
besides waves and weed.”

Montauk Lighthouse Surveillance Beam Is Now On

he U.S. Customs and _ Immigration 

. Service has issued an advisory to citizens 
about the new surveillance camera ‘that 
President Trump had installed atop me Montauk 
Lighthouse last Thursday. 

The camera is a Vultron C-415 1030mh flood 
beam military grade camera capable of seeing a 
ship full of Mexicans or Muslims at a distance of 
16 miles. Resolution is high enough to provide 
perfect images of sombreros even on a moonless 
night. 

The camera is shrouded with stealth cloaking 
that makes it invisible to the naked eye. As a 
result, the exact location of the camera atop the 
lighthouse remains a secret from our enemies. 

The camera makes a complete. 360-degree 
horizon scan every 10 seconds in conjunction 
with the lighthouse light on foggy days and the 
same period of time when the light is not lit. It 
can record not only activities at sea, but also 
activities on land down the peninsula as far as 
Georgica Beach in East Hampton. 

Regular law-abiding citizens should not be 
alarmed by the presence of this camera. The 
camera is here to protect you. The camera does 
see down to the beach in front of the lighthouse 
and into the deep woods behind it in sharp 
detail down to an eighth of an inch. Tapes are 
changed every week on a Tuesday. And these 
surveillance tapes are saved underground in 


IBM missile bunkers in Minot, North Dakota, 
initially for a period of 50 years. 

The camera is guarded by four armed 
Immigration agents on the lighthouse grounds 
who are also shrouded in a cloak of invisibility. 
If you accidentally bump into one, just back 
away and say excuse me. They are there to help 
Lia not harm you. Their weapons are set on 

“stun.” 

Surveillance videos from the lighthouse are 
transmitted via the Montauk Air Force Radar 
Tower to Immigration Headquarters in Langley, 
Virginia, where they are continuously viewed 
24 hours a day seven days a week. A second 
transmission goes to President Trump’s Android 
phone for immediate action. And of course the 
President and Immigration have each other’s 
phone numbers. 

Regular citizens are reminded that if you see 
something, say something. You should also 
have your personal possessions within sight 
and under your control at all times. 

No photographs may be taken of the top 
of the lighthouse until further notice. Those 
doing so will have the film removed from their 
cameras and it will be destroyed. 

Surfcasters fishing from the rocks may proceed 
uninterrupted day or night. Surfers surfing off 
the beaches also may proceed uninterrupted, 
except no surfing is to be permitted on moonless 
nights. However, both surfers and surfcasters 
are advised to be sure their licenses for those

activities have not expired. (The camera can see 
into the wallets in the pockets of these people.) 

Commercial fishermen trawling in fishing 
boats offshore should not be concerned that 
this camera might record acts of catching 
numbers of fish over the limit. The Immigration 
Department has no link with the National Fish 
and Wildlife Service. And in any case, we have 
learned that these limits are shortly to be done 
away with. 

Tourists who visit the Montauk Lighthouse 
and are shown through it by the Montauk 
Historical Society should be aware that because 
of this surveillance camera, weight-challenged 
people (those over 400 pounds) will not be 
allowed to climb the circular staircase to the 
top, as this could cause the camera to jitter. 

Local residents and partygoers who enjoy 
hanky-panky in the woods to the west of the 
lighthouse should be aware that there is no link 
between the Immigration Service and the local 
police authorities for them to worry about. 

The Montauk Lighthouse is the first 
public works project built in the United 
States of America. It was ordered built by 
George Washington in 1796. It has served as 
a beacon and guidepost for those coming to 
America (your tired, your poor, your blah, blah, 
blah) since.

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_ Trump Repeats 


Richard & Pat Nixon, Nazis, Gurney’s and “Hail to the Chief”

| n Donald Trump’s first 10 days as 
president, he’s issued more edicts, tweets, 
directions complaints, work-arounds, threats, 
encouragements and executive orders than 
anyone who has ever held this office. For 
many people, myself included, this off-the-cuff 
kind of governing is frightening and potentially 
dangerous. But there it is. He won. Everybody 
else lost. There it is. 

I did discover, however, from my local 
perspective here on the East End, that some of 
the things he has done have had local echoes 
from the past. 

For instance, he fired Sally Yates, 
Attorney General, after she ordered her 
department not to defend Trump’s edict about 
travel and immigration. This has roots in several 
incidents here. 

Back in the 1960s, Richard Nixon, when he 
was vice president, loved to come to Gurney’s 
Inn in Montauk with his wife and family. He 
came many times. He wrote the acceptance 
speech for his first presidential nomination on 
the beach at Gurney’s. After each visit, Richard 
and Pat wrote effusive thank you notes to Nick 
Monte, the owner of Gurney’s. There were half 
a dozen of them. 

Later, when Nixon was trying to cover up his 
role in sending men into the Watergate building 


to plant bugs to eavesdrop on his opponent’s 
campaign headquarters in that election, he 
asked his attorney general to fire the special 
prosecutor on the case. Attorney General Elliot 
Richardson refused and then resigned. 

Attorneys general are empowered to defend 
the Constitution of the United States on behalf 
of the president. But they serve at the pleasure 
of the president. 

Nixon’s.new acting attorney general agreed 
to help and dismissed the special prosecutor. 
But the investigation went ahead anyway and, 
in the end, Nixon resigned in disgrace. 

As for the letters to Gurney’s from Nixon, they 
had been etched into brass plates and attached 
to wooden plaques that hung in the lobby for 
all to see. But now Nixon was disgraced. What 
to do? It was decided to take them down, and 
they did. 

I wonder where they are today? 

There is also an earlier East End connection 
to Donald Trump’s firing of Sally Yates. 

On a June night in 1942, four Nazi saboteurs 
were rowed ashore in a rubber boat from 
a German submarine onto the beach _ in 
Amagansett. The men _ buried boxes of 
explosives they’d carried in, then took the 
6:30 a.m. train to New York where one soon 
turned the others in to the FBI before any of 
them could do any harm. (He also turned in four 
others who'd landed on the beach in Florida.) 


When the FBI went public about this “capture,” 
the public demanded all the saboteurs be put 
to death. Among those making this demand 
was President Roosevelt. We were at war with 
Germany. But he also knew, as a lawyer, that 
constitutionally these men—particularly two 
who were nationalized American citizens who 
had gone back to Germany to join that country’s 
war effort—deserved a fair trial. 

“It would have been best,” he told an aide, 
“if they had been shot on the beach.” But they 
hadn’t been. 

A trial might take two years, and then what 
were they guilty of? Plotting to do something 
they never carried out? Roosevelt wanted none 
of it. He wanted them killed, and quickly. 
His attorney general, the defender of the 
Constitution, was attorney Francis Biddle, and 
President Roosevelt called him into his office. 

He told Biddle he wanted them killed, within 
weeks, if possible. He famously said to Biddle, “I 
want one thing made perfectly clear. I will never 
hand these men over to you with a demand for 
habeas corpus.” 

Roosevelt ordered Biddle to find a way to 
“legally” allow him to kill these people within 
weeks. Biddle knew there wasn’t any way. He 
might have resigned. 

But he didn’t. Since it was wartime, Biddle 
crafted a speech in which Roosevelt could, by 
executive order, create (Continued on next page) 
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a “Presidential Commission” that would gather 
facts, then after two weeks, give Roosevelt, 
as president and commander in chief, a 
recommendation on what they thought ought 
to be done with them. (For example, kill them.). 

That happened. And guess who Roosevelt 
ordered to be prosecutor at these hearings? 
Biddle. This would turn the Constitution 
upside down. Nevertheless Biddle did it. Just 
six weeks after the landings, six saboteurs 
(including one of the U.S. citizens) went to the 
electric chair. As for the other two, Biddle had 


asked they be spared. Roosevelt did. so. They 


got long prison terms. 


Did you ever think that this man, 
Donald Trump, would, whenever he went 
off on official business, be greeted by a 
small Marine Corps band that went on 
ahead of him and upon his arrival would 
play “Hail to the Chief” as he entered a 
room? Quite a thought, that. Can’t Donald 
Trump finally realize he’s President of 
the United States and not just a deserving 


(or undeserving) wannabe? A “Hail to 
the ‘-Chief” = might’ just. “settle. hin 
down. Maybe. 


Did you know that “Hail to the Chief” 
gets played because a first lady in 
the 1840s decided it should be? This was Julia 
Gardiner Tyler, who was raised in East Hampton, 
attended the Clinton Academy and lived in 


a stone house on Main Street before getting 
married to John Tyler, the sitting president. 

Julia Gardiner, her maiden name, was a 
stunning 20-year-old woman when she was 
introduced to John Tyler. The introduction 
occurred at a White House reception, when her 
father, a prominent New York lawyer, presented 
his wife and children to President Tyler. Tyler 
was married at the time, and his wife, Leticia, 
was in the White House but upstairs, very sick. 
Tyler was struck by the beauty of Julia, and six 
months after his wife’s death he called upon her 
for a date. He was 52. She was 22. Love bloomed. 
And the East Hampton Gardiners were shocked. 
They resisted. Even if Tyler was president. As a 
result, Julia and John eloped, and got married in 
New York with six people present. 

Now Julia Gardiner, this beautiful young 
woman, was First Lady of the Land. 

So here’s how Julia Tyler came to order “Hail 
to the Chief” played every time a president 
enters a room. 

John Tyler had made a mess of his presidency. 
In the election of 1840, he was the Whig Party’s 
nominee for vice president. For president, 
they’d nominated William Henry Harrison, a 
Virginia tobacco planter who was a popular 
general in the Indian Wars. He’d won the battle 
of Tippecanoe against the Indians. The election 
slogan for the Whigs was “Tippecanoe and 
Tyler Too.” Tyler, had a tobacco plantation 
down the road. The two were good friends. And 
they won. — 

The inauguration was held on a very cold day 


and William Henry Harrison gave his powerful 
inaugural address from the steps of the White 


_ House without wearing an overcoat, apparently 


to show the world what a man he was. He 
caught pneumonia, and eight days later he died. 

No president had ever died so fast in office 
before. And nobody knew quite what to do. 


. Harrison’s cabinet declared they would rule 


temporarily until a new president could be 
elected, but Tyler told them forget it. He was 
vice president and now he was president, and 
he prevailed. 

Tyler then did took political 
positions in his presidency 
that the Whigs hated. He was in favor of slavery. 
He was in favor of states rights. The Whigs 
wanted a strong federal government. With 
that, they ejected Tyler, a sitting president, 
from the Whig party. Thus he could never serve 
a second term. 

Into this, after the death of the first Mrs. 
Tyler, came beautiful Julia. She held great 
parties in the White House. She had a team 
of white horses led by a coachman drive her 
around Washington in a grand royal carriage. 
Everybody loved her. 

When her husband, the president comes in, 
she announced, a band should play “Hail to the 
Chief.” And so they did. Every time. And so they 
have done ever since. 

Somehow I see Trump. scowling and 
waving the band off when he_ goes 
anywhere. Anybody know if he’s keeping up 
with this tradition? g&

The Beach at Montauk, the Haines House, the Xmas Trees & More

THE MONTAUK BREASTWORKS 

A driving rain and 50-mile-an-hour winds 
from offshore brought high tides to the south 
shore beaches two weeks ago. Among other 
things, this weather once again tore off some 
of the blanket of pristine beach sand covering 
the underground sandbags in Montauk. It 
wasn't quite as big a tear as happened last 
fall, but the sandbags were exposed 
nevertheless. The Army Corps of Engineers 
built this project last winter and was about 
to turn it over to the town and county for 
future maintenance when the first tear 
happened. And now this. 

The Army Corps had to delay the handover 
that first time. The project was not quite 
“done.” This time it is not quite “done” 
either. So once again it’s clearly the case 
that the town and county still can’t take the 
project over. 

The project was promised by the Army 
Corps to raise up a beautiful three-quarter- 
mile-long beach and protect downtown 
Montauk for the next 20 years. After that 
first tear, the Army Corps took three months 
to get around to fixing it. Lots of paperwork 
involved in getting a bulldozer to push 
over some sand and packit ontop, suppose. The 


summer season is coming. One wonders 
what it will look like on Memorial Day. 

Perhaps the motel and resort advertising 
should change. Don’t call the town beachfront. 
Call the project a breastworks. It’s an 
old fashioned word for an earthen wall. 
Climb up atop the breastworks and look out at 
the sea. 


PEEK A BOO MR. ZELDIN WE SEE YOU 

Mr. Lee Zeldin has cancelled a scheduled 
town hall meeting at Rogers Memorial 
Library in Southampton for April 13. The 
reason, his communications — director 
explained in a press release, is that protesters 
“just this past weekend chose reprehensible 
tactics to harass attendees at an_ event 
the Congressman was at, including banging 
on the sides of the cars driving by and 
jumping in front of cars to stop them. Requiring 
a police presence just to get cars through 
into a venue does not reflect well or help 
their cause.” 

Having not been there, I cannot say for sure if 
that was the case. But The Long Island Advance 
covered the event and did not report anything 
like that. Then I got an email from one of the 
founders of the protest there at Sunset Harbor 
in East Patchogue, Cindy Morris. She said that 
about 200 people attended, carrying signs, all 


had been asked to remain peaceful, she saw 
nothing but peaceful protesting and various 
videos failed to show any violence. Furthermore, 
no police were called in to restore order. Cindy 
herself, as a precautionary measure, said she 
had ahead of time called Anthony Callandrillo, 
who is COPE sergeant at the 5th precinct at 
Suffolk County Police Headquarters, and asked 
him to send some police down there to assure 
the rights of the protesters. He did. The police 
report shows no arrests. 

Mr. Zeldin, a Republican who is our 
lst District Representative in Congress, was 
at Sunset Harbor to receive the “Man of the 
Year” award from the Rotary Club of Shirley 
and the Mastics. Is this Man of the Year is 
now making things up to keep from meeting 
and taking questions from those in 
Southampton who pay his salary by making up 
something that apparently never happened in 
East Patchogue? 

Now where did he learn how to do that? 

Come out, come out, wherever you are. 


A SEVENTEENTH CENTURY FARMHOUSE 

It is very rare to find a structure built 
before the Revolution. Yet, one has recently 
been found on Hayground Road, all pegged 
and glued, inside a larger house that 
was apparently the (Continued on next page) 
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result of additions to the historic house. It was 
built by Benjamin Haines in 1679. 

The house has been, for a long time, the 
farmhouse for the 115-acre Two Trees farm 
estate owned by David and Jane Walentas. Last 
year, Walentas sold this farmhouse, together 
with 2.5 acres, for $4 million. 

According to David Walentas, the new owners 
originally said they see to saving the house, and 
Walentas has gone to Southampton Town Hall 
to get the ball rolling, even though he doesn’t 
own it anymore. 

How about someone tear off the larger new 
building, save the old one, put it up on wheels 
and move it to another spot? 

Perhaps this item will help it along. 


THE MANSION BY 
THE BRIDGEHAMPTON MONUMENT 

The owners of a property on the northwest 
corner of the Sag Harbor Turnpike and 
Main Street, smack dab in the center of 
Bridgehampton, have completed a gloriously 
handsome reproduction of a three-story Greek 
Revival building, complete with white shingles 
and pillars out front. There used to be a gas 
station here. 

This building is zoned for commercial 
use, and it is in the exact same style and size 
as the three-story white Greek Revival 
buildings on two of the other three corners 
of this busy intersection. The three together, 
facing out on the Founders Monument in the 
center of the intersection, make a dazzling 


entryway of white Greek Revival from the east 
of town.

The other two buildings are the Topping 
Rose House, a popular inn recently restored, 
and the Nathaniel Rogers House, which was 
for a generation a badly kept-up private home 
with a gas station on its front lawn, is now in 
mid-construction to be the new home of the 
Bridgehampton Museum. 

The newborn on the Northwest corner, 
however, remains unrented and unsold after 
nearly six months on the market. I believe it 
is for sale for $10.7 million. It would make a 
wonderful series of offices. 

The owners of this property did not have to 
build such a beautiful building. But they did. 
Somebody please step up to the plate and make 
this building their corporate headquarters 
home sweet home. 


CHRISTMAS TREES ON DANIELS LANE 
In 2015, a wealthy investor who co-owns 
43.5 oceanfront acres on Daniels Lane in 
Sagaponack put up tiny Christmas trees all in 
a row down the Lane. Some believe this was to 


block passersby from seeing the ocean. They 
say he did this because he and his partners were 
refused permission to build up close to the Lane 
because it was in a farmland preservation area. 
Goldman told The New York Post, “I've been 
wanting to farm that land for quite some time.” 

It’s a long story. But, essentially, he was given 
permission in 2007 to put a house up on the 
Lane by the Village of Sagaponack in return for 
allowing a farm easement for much of the rest, 
but.never followed through on it. And then in 
2015, to a new application from the owners, the 
Village of Sagaponack said, you can’t. 

The whole thing is a real dust-up, the 
evergreens soon followed, and about four 
months ago, the man, Marc Goldman, submitted 
a proposal to build a home well back from the 
Lane, part way down toward the beach in a 
spot where others have built on an adjacent 
property. It seemed like a good solution, though 
Sagaponack is still making noises about it being 
not acceptable because it is in an agricultural 
easement area. Then, about a month after Mr. 
Goldman’s new application, the Village received 
a new application to build from Mr. Goldman’s 
partner in the venture, Milton Berlinski, 
requesting that four lots down by the ocean be 
approved where building is permitted. 

So the Village now has applications from 
two different parties on the same lot. It 
is being sorted out by the State Supreme Court. 
Meanwhile the Christmas trees grow and grow, 
and by the rules, these Christmas trees qualify 
as farming.

Wiliam Ris Gallery: Loving the North Fork

ary Cantone, sister of William Ris, stepped in 

to assist her mother, Barbara, the co-founder 
of William Ris Gallery, 10 years ago. She determined 
then that she wanted to carry on the legacy of the 
gallery and build on its reputation and history. “To 
do anything else is not an option,” Cantone says. 
That was in Stone Harbor, New Jersey and William 
Ris Gallery had already been an arts destination 
there for 45 years. 

In the meantime, Cantone’s daughter and son-in- 
law purchased a home in Jamesport. Upon her first 
visit there she knew immediately that she wanted to 

- relocate her life to the North Fork as soon as possible. 
“Closing Stone Harbor was bittersweet,” she says, 
“put I knew I wanted to be in Jamesport. I wanted to 
devote my efforts and time on the North Fork and 
decided to permanently relocate the gallery.” So she 
bought a home and began the search for a new space 
for the gallery. Eventually she met John Mazur, who 
was relocating his store, Material Objects. “I told him 
what I was looking to do and he offered me a great 
opportunity to take over his space.” It didn’t hurt, in 
her estimation, that the Sherwood House Vineyards 
Tasting Room is just across the street. 

The newest incarnation of the William Ris Gallery— 
before the Stone Harbor location, it was the Camp 
Hill Gallery and Academy of Arts in Camp Hill, PA— 
moved into 1291 Main Road in mid-February of 2016, 
opening with a collection of work from artists already 


represented by the gallery. By the June opening 
celebration Cantone had added several Long Island 
artists to the collection and continues to do so. 
The gallery currently represents such local artists 
as Dan’s Papers cover artists Daniel Pollera, Keith 
Mantell, Max Moran and Charles Wildbank, among 
others. “There’s a talented and enthusiastic arts 
community on Long Island,” Cantone says, adding “I 
feel immensely fortunate for the opportunity to meet 
new artists.” 

Having been exposed to fine art from a young 
age, Cantone says she is able to identify work 
in different genres, subjects and media, which 
add to the reputation of the gallery. “Discovering 
new artists is a favorite part of my job..] take 
pride in building relationships with the artists 
[and] enjoy the experience of nurturing the 
connections I make with my artists. It’s all about 
trust and communication.” 

What, you might be asking, sets William Ris Gallery 
apart from the myriad other galleries scattered 
across the East End? To start, the gallery has a varied 
and unique collection—hung in a classic salon style, 
which makes for an interesting presentation—and 
does not identify with only one genre. “I like to show 
the viewer how a collection of paintings can work 
together regardless of subject, palette and genre.” 

Almost one year after opening in Jamesport, 
Cantone is fully satisfied with her decision and is 
confident that her brother, William, who opened 
the original gallery together with their mother in

direction. Cantone herself is also thrilled. “I feel a 
connection to the East End of Long Island and I’ve 
only just begun to discover all it has to offer.

Romancing Long Island 60,000 Words at a Time

his is a great time of year to cozy up with 

a romance novel. Is it time that you wrote 
one yourself? One of Long Island’s hit romance 
novels last year was penned by a burly newlywed 
who has a lot in common with his protagonist, 
Chef Kaleb Stavros. The Hamptons-centric The 
Congressman’s Wife was co-written by East Moriches 
resident Aristodemos Pavlou. (better known as 
“Chef Arie”) and novelist Charlene Keel.

We hope the 
next installment, The Congressman’s Mistress, will 
be out soon. Last year Chef Arie opened pop-up 
restaurant Bistro Eté (in the former Robert’s space) 
in Water Mill and married his sweetheart Elizabeth 
Cordano. They’re opening a new restaurant in Water 
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Mill in April. If only this Le Cordon Bleu-trained chef 
could turn out romance novels like the proverbial 
hotcakes. As he says, “Being Greek from Cyprus, 
Sicilian and Irish, ’m naturally a great storyteller and 
an adventurer. Having a restaurant and bartending 
you hear a lot of great stories. And being a natural 
romantic, my third book became a romance novel. 
My first two books were cookbooks.” Chef Arie says 
of his Valentine’s Day plans, “I’m very spontaneous 
and I don’t plan too far in advance and, if | tell you 
now, my wife will read about it—T[let’s just say] the 
flowing of Champagne and truffles are a given. 

Sag Harbor’s Dawn Berkoski is an aspiring 
romance writer.

She has completed “a couple of 
manuscripts” that she’s shopping around. “Fingers

crossed that they find a home. If not, perhaps | will 
self publish them down the road.” 

Of her favorite genres, she says, “I love 
historical, paranormal, supernatural, futuristic 
and contemporary romance. | tend to combine all 
of them into one. | recently wrote a story about 
vampires living in modern day London and New 
York. | used historical research to flesh out their 
characters and add authenticity to their memories, 
personal artifacts and collections they accumulated 
over the years.” In addition to being an active 
member of Long Island Romance Writers (LIRW), 
Berkoski attends fiction-writing workshops at the 
John Jermain Memorial Library in Sag Harbor. What 
is Berkoski doing to celebrate Valentines Day this 
year? “Snuggling up with a good romance!” 

When contacted for an interview through the 
LIRW_ website, Huntington author Jeannie Moon 
answered brightly, “I guess I’m your. girl. | have 
13 books published so far, and six are with Penguin 
Random House. Five are with a small powerhouse 
press, Tule Publishing, and two are independently 
published.” That’s quite a body of work, promoted 
as “love stories that don’t play by the rules.” Titles 
like “The Temporary Wife” and “Unexpectedly Yours” 
are certainly suggestive of rule bending. Moon 
herself, the dedicated contemporary romance 
author, seems pretty rule abiding. Moon is a 
school librarian and is married to her high school 
sweetheart. Together they have three children and 
numerous pets. Moon’s popular blog is awash with 
everyday hints and recipes. 

Moons shares that, “I wrote my first true romance 
in high school. I was shy and awkward as a teen, and 
the stories gave me an escape; being a writer gave 
me an identity. One day the plot of my first book 
hit me full-on. I wrote a full synopsis and I was off 
and running, working at all hours to get it done. The 
book was terrible, but it gave me the tools I needed 
to move forward. I wrote another book, and then 
another. Finally, I found an agent who loved my work, 
and I signed my first contract in 2012.” 

Moon shares that her new series, Compass Cove, 
is “just going under contract, and | can’t reveal too 
much about it just yet, but those books are set in a 
fictional small town near Oyster Bay and Cold Spring 
Harbor.”

Hamptons Architectural History in the Dunes

we impeccable bragging rights . for 
your new Hamptons home, along with a 
great location in the hot Amagansett Dunes? 
Then snap up this beauty, known as the Tolan 
Residence, by Charles Gwathmey. First, the 
details: listed by Arlene Reckson of Corcoran, the 
property is available for $5.995 million. That sounds 
like a lot for the area, but this property offers 
a lot, including a very generous one-acre plot, a 
tennis court, which the listing reminds us would 
be impossible to replicate today, and a southern 
_exposure pool. 

Built in 1970, the house sits next to the 
house Gwathmey built for his parents in 1965. It 
is stunning, with angular, complex forms. The 
triangular planes of the exterior intersect 
with one another, so the house appears almost 
two-dimensional. Inside is the soaring living room, - 
drenched with light, and all the original built-ins 
designed by Gwathmey are retained. There are also 
handsome rounded curves, such as in the beautifully 
renovated walk-in master shower. In all there are 
four bedrooms and three baths, two of which are 
renovated, and there’s a den or fifth bedroom with 
its own outside access. There’s also a roof deck with 
an ocean view, perfect for entertaining. 

We tend to think that the asking price is fairly 
reasonable. A comp might be 43 Sandpiper Lane 
Amagansett, listed by Corcoran for $6.5 million. less
